Railroad. The distance is sixteen miles, 
and I dou't if there is another road in’ the 
United States that gives a man more riding

The “honest yeomanry” stood 
this a while, but finally put up their fences 
the same asthough there was no such -road 
as the * Branch "in existence, It was then 
necessary for a man to go ahead and let down 
the bars, 

There is only one stopping place on the 
road. Here we took the side track to let 
the hand car pass. Persons get on and off 
at will, and even women and children ap-

Tue Iron Crowy.—The iren crown and 
the celebrated cup of sapphire of the Lom- 
bard Kings have been sacredly kept up to 
1859 at the Catholic chureh at Monza, in 
Lombardy, where Queen Theodolinda de- 
posited them in the year 1300. Upon their 
evacuation of Lombardy, seven years ago, 
the Austrians took those articles to Vienna.

These relics are held in very high esteem, 
for the reason that the iron crewn has been 
welded together from the hails used in the 
crucifixion of our Savior, and that the cup 
was used to catch his blood.
